On the night of April 20, 6:00 
P. M., approximately 40 National 
Guardsmen from UTMB hurried 
to answer their country’s call. The 
occasion was “Operation Minute- 
man,” a nation-wide alert to see 
how fast our National Guard could 
gather in time of emergency. 

The Guardsmen did not know 
when the alert was to take place. 
When it did start, however, the 
word was passed by the radio, 
TV, telephone and runners. The 
local unit, which has a strength of 
98 enlisted men and 19 officers, 
had 48 enlisted men and 16 offi¬ 
cers reported by 7:00. Eighty en¬ 
listed men and 16 officers had re¬ 
ported by the time the drill had 
ended. 

Guards were set up at the four 
entrance highways into the city, 
the airport, TVA substation, the 
local substation, the waterworks, 
the telephone company, and emer¬ 
gency facilities were set to the 
Weakley County Hospital. The 
alert was over at 9:00.

Guest Editorial...

We Americans are near the eve of grave decisions. 
Whatever their nature, none of us will be unaffected. That 
war may be the outcome is more than a bare posibility. 
Yet we should not regard war as inevitable. We are just 
as liable to the excruciating tension which has been ours 
so long. 

The sad truth is sharply limned each day that our pre¬ 
sumed enemies have the initiative. We do not. This arises 
quite naturally from the policy of containment begun un¬ 
der President Truman and continued by President Eisen¬ 
hower. It, in turn, was constructed from the fundamental 
thesis that we are not a pugnacious people. We shrink 
from aggression as we do from the plague. Thus we are 
compelled to await surges of Communist aggression at un¬ 
suspected arcs of the perimeter our diplomacy and capital 
have devised. It has been expensive. It will continue to 
be so. Its maintenance has given us nearly ten years of 
ulcerative peace. 

At the moment, the worrisome surge threatens to en¬ 
velop the tiny islands of Quemoy and Matsu very close 
to the Chinese mainland. Thus far our policy with regard 
to their defense has been ambiguous in the extreme. Pre¬ 
sumably we shall defend them—if the Chinese attackers 
plan to use them as stepping-stones to Formosa. Just how 
we shall know their use for the islands until the islands 
are seized is not yet apparent to a reasonable mind. 

Is there still hope of peace? No one can know. Our 
containment policy is based upon the belief that Russia and 
her satellites do not want major war. Rebuffs around 
the perimeter are supposed to tire them into abandonment 
of aggressive policies. Quite frankly, it is policy for ac¬ 
quiring that somewhat maligned co-existence which is 
simply peace. This may not be credible. Yet it is the only 
policy available to us, a peace-loving people. 

We have not been betrayed into our precarious condi¬ 
tion. Publication of the Yalta documents revealed not a 
single important matter unknown to observers for several 
years. The printed record does emphasize sharply the 
inability of Roosevelt and Churchill to read the future. 
It does reveal those men in fallible judgements. Yet there 
is not the slightest suggestion of treasonable or actionable 
activity. 

Recall this, if you will, after President Eisenhower has 
committed us along some arc of the defense perimeter. He, 
too, cannot read the future. He has no one who can. He is 
just as fallible as any of us. He does not have the wisdom 
which hindsight will confer. He can only do what appears 
to him best for this country now.

are only three teams that we would consider pennant con¬ 
tenders. So here goes the way I see it for 1955 in the 
American League: Cleveland, New York, Chicago. Boston, 
Detroit, Washington, Kansas City, and Baltimore. 

Managerial Changes 

It seems as though the front offices in the American 
League got together and had a game of musical chair with 
their managers. A1 Lopez (Cleveland) and Casey Stengel 
(New York) are th e only two holding their jobs. Pinky 
| Higgins up from Louisville replaced 
Lou Boudreau in Boston, and Lou 
replaced Eddie Joost on the Athletics 
who moved to Kansas City. Paul 
Richards replaced Jimmy Dykes in 
| Baltimore and Marty Marion (the 
greatest shortstop of all time in my 
estimation) moved up to Richards’ 
| spot in Chicago. Chuck Dressen 
(former Dodger manager) returns to 
the big leagues from Oakland as 
y eu j t)n manager of Washington. He re¬ 
places Bucky Harris, who moved on 
to replace Fred Hutchinson in Detroit. Thus there are 
six new managers in the American League, but only three 
men lost their managing jobs—Joost, Dykes, and Hutchin¬ 
son. Pretty mixed up, I would say. 

Cleveland 

Cleveland will have a hard way of it to beat out the 
Yankees for the pennant, but I think the Yanks have had 
their share of World Series money for at least another 
year. Cleveland has its pitching “Big Three” in Bob 
Lemond (23-7), Early Wynn (23-11), and Mike Garcia (19- 
8). They will also have the most touted rookie of 1955 
in Herb Score, who set an all-time American Association 
strike-out mark of 330 in 251 innings with Indianapolis 
last year. 

Besides the new added home-run threat of Ralph Kiner, 
who came over from the Cubs, the Indians have a fine 
prospect in Rocky Calavito, who had 38 home runs with 
Indianapolis last year. They are also supplied with power 
by Larry Doby, A1 Rosen, and Vic Wertz, and have the 
top hitter of last year in Bobby Avila. The major weak¬ 
ness is defense, especially in the infield, and an inability to 
make the double play. 

New York 

The Yankees are expected to have fine pitching from 
two proven youngsters, Whitey Ford and Bob Grim, 16-8 
and 20-6 last year. However, Grim may not match last 
year’s record as he has lost his first two starts. The Yanks 
also have two newcomers in Bob Turley and Don Larsen, 
both coming from Baltimore. Turley led the league in 
stikeouts last year and should help; but Larsen is a ques¬ 
tion mark, with a record of 3 and 20 last season. Lopat 
will help but he is getting old and Allie Reynolds is no 
longer around; so it is hard to see that pitching will be 
any stronger. 

The Yanks have a lot of power in Yogi Berra (Most Val¬ 
uable Player last year), Mickey Mantle (lots of homers 
but also lots of strikeouts), Irv Noren, and a coming star. 
Bill Skowron. The Yanks also have a highly rated Negro 
(their first) in Elston Howard. It was reported that Billy 
Martin would be back in May but now it has been put back 
to October. 

Chicago 

Marty Marion, the new Sox skipper, has predicted his 
White Sox will win the pennant, but we can hardly go along 
with him. The Sox have a lot of top-flight pitching in 
Sandy Consuegra (16-3), Bob Keegan, Virgil Trucks, Jack 
Harshman, and Billy Pierce. They have one likely rookie 
in Connie Johnson and a good relief man in Harry Dorish. 

The Sox have added what they hope are two long-ball 
hitters in Walt Dropo and Nieman, both from Detroit, and 
they have hit fairly well to date. George Kell also appears 
back in form and of course there is Minnie Minoso, who 
does everything. They are also strong defensively, es¬ 
pecially around second with Carresquel and Fox. But for 
some reason, the Sox can’t seem to beat the Yankees and 
they do only fairly well against Cleveland. But we say 
this, it would be a great thing for baseball IF the Sox 
could win—they haven’t since 1919. 

Boston and Detroit 

In our opinion the team with the best chanfce of coming 
in fourth is Boston. The BoSox are betting on their bonus 
babies to do it and they may be right. They even brought 
up Pinky Higgins as manager on the theory that he could 
work better with the “kids.” Some of their top prospects 
are outfielder Marty Keough and shortstop Don Buddin. 

It is reported that Keough got a mere $125,000 bonus. 
Another rookie is Norm Zauchin, said to have great right- 
handed power. The Sox have a Memphis boy, Faye Throne- 
berry, in left to replace Ted Williams and so far he has 
been doing it, and well too. The Sox have at least fair pitch¬ 
ing in Parnell, Sullivan, and Brewer. 

Detroit has another group of youngsters and will be a 
power shortly, though perhaps not this year. They have 
second year men Kaline and Tuttle in the outfield and also 
J. W. Porter, back from service. All three are highly rated.
